Poit-Royall-; i'and our own: ſure enough. 
My Lord” Marſhall according to this hap- 
py beginning , might now rather fix up- 
on ſome. Land Service , and Improve 
himſclfe bby Maſtering the Iland and 
City, which were indeed ſo full of dif- 
fidence , as by a ſodaine engagement 
might be forced to deſpaire., and this 
again would humble both at his Devo- 
tion :- theſe diſcourſes (I ſay) might per- 
haps beger-rhis Procraſtination , and our 
being here ſo jaded with an after Game; 
for when the fourth day following ,! Sir 
Thomas intended their immediate Fiore, 
advancing up to tow them out, and af- 
ter him in Triumph, the narrow Chan- 
nell was become ſo much obſtructed 
with Bottomes purpoſely ſunck in it, 
that what he could bring back was bur 
emptineſle and imputation. Not to dwell 
upon theſe meerly Water-Works , - but 
now proceed to what was mixt , and 
partly at Land ; five of our Hollanders 
were this night imployed in the batterie 
of 
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of. Pointall , a ſtrong Obvious Fort wich 
eight Braſle Pieces, halfe Cannon and 
Culyerin., beating, tightly, and point 
blank upon the Channel :. and thele were 
likewiſe ſeconded the next morning by 
as many Collars to. as little purpoſe; 
well might, they Bark and Bellow furi- 
ouſly, but ic was without biting; nay 
when our own Squadron next , and 
the reſt of the Fleet ſucceſsively Vomi- 
ted their utmoſt Thunder; yer ſtood Porm- 
tall immoveable, and whether it were the 
toughneſle of the Pile, or that our Ship 
Batteries have a more fluid , a more yield- 
ing Center, which with an indiſpoltion, 
a ſpiſsitude of the mediate Aire, might 
dull and ,weaken Execution, or ſome 
other Original to be diſcuſſed 'among 
our curious Criticks, Poyntall was di- 
realy ſhot-free , we were bur philipping 
a Rock of Marble. Yet having at length 
with our much prejudice Diſmounted 
their Ordinance, even at the heavy loſle 
of +Sir John Bruſe , Mr. George Raymond Cap- 
taine of the Great Saphire , ſome Soul- 
D 3 diers 
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diers in our own Ship, as alſo divers 
others, and the dear Rate of above fonr 
Thouſand great ſhot, we now this 23. 
being the Lords Day , went ftill more 
metteldly to work. (For my Lord Max- 
ſhall had been formerly ngle by his old 
* Martial Maſter , that then to fohe fuch 
paſsionate Ambitious Papalins , does ra- 
ther Damask then Diſhononr nt) we wete 
now I ſay more Adingly fired , Sir John 
Burroughs and his Regiment being Im- 
+ on ſhore, to take it by Scalado. The 
cather was Fair and Calme, and our 
Navy Rode abou Pointall in a neer ſemi- 
circle, circumſtances admitting ſuch in- 
telligence , and mfixing with ſo much im- 
10n , that methinks I till ſee hovy 
Fich of our Long Boates as had Evaded 
the Tempeſtuous Bay of Biſcay, vvere 
novy plying-amam tovvards the Fatall 
Fort : and vyhat pity vvasit, that Men of 
ſach height, and daringneſs, ſhonld ſo pre- 
cipitarely run upon their Rune . vvhen 
not the Celebrated old Roman Bravery, 
but yyould here have been interpoſing 


either 
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either wich their Pauoſaids , or other like 
Defenſatives. Methinks 1 Riill ſee how 
Mr. Bromingham the Dukes Captai 
who had the point and was to feel is 
how and vvith what Gallantry he tood 
in the prow of his Boat, couragiouſly 
Waving his Sword about his Head ; 
nar this only, when Fair and further off, 
while all was vvhiſt and till, neither 
Man nor Muſquetade ſtirring; but inthe 
ſame threatning re Engaged home 
amongſt their thi Volleys, even when 
the Fort like a many headed Fhdra, 
lied him with ſuch a Rtorme of hif- 
Lead , as what Maſsy Pillar bye 
muſt needs ſufſex under it ; and though 
be fell ar lengsh like a pan Scarre, 
and was Geniigh extinguiſhed , yer 
will his height and Gallantry ne never be 
_ Concerning - thoſe Engaged 
him in the ſame Botrome , one 
alone —_— ( to: prevene the Harque- 
buſe of his Active diſtance) could nim- 
bly ſpring under the Caftle Wall where 
it. had  lefſe play; yer —_—— 
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Read of, ſhelter mer with his ſlaughter; 
the reſt were in their mettle ſo melted 
down with Death and many Wounds, 
that we could ſtill ſee the Boat , like an em- 
pty ſhell, bearing upon the fatall ſtrand, 
bur not a man ftirring ; which being 
well obſerved by Sir John Burroughes , and 
how unhappily ſpault the point had been 
through an over-heat ; he cautiouſly de- 
clining to the left hand , Landed there the 
reſt without diſturbance , and ſuch ap- 

robation, that we of my Lords Regiment 
preſently hudled after;' ſo piecing with 
him , and conſequently ftreightning the 
befieged , that though they were ſecurely 
Walled', ' even 'eleven'pacer-/thick , and 
with che rongheſt Stone ; yet a Treaty in- 
Rantly ſucceeded, and then "again as ſo- 
dain a ſurrender : - whereby we took up 
our Lodging this Night'at the Sign of the 
Starre, ftiller both of quiet and confidence. 
The'next day being all landed ; ourDefign 
vvas far higher , neither vyould vve novy 
g0 lefle then very Cates it felfe;, ro vyhich 
vvc muſt-adyance upon: a furface: of-un- 
cyen 
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even and broken ground, even of many 

lirtle hils and holes , and ſopreſuppoſin

cover it, our main Groſſe ftill following

CiLex s Paſsion : Or the 
deluge,cill we found a body of Spamſh horſe 
attending upon our Reare, and exaQting

for plunder : neither d1d this outragious 
Cayalry thus give over, but ftill purſued

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theſe creeping out like ſnakes in ſunſhine, 
thus.propounded 1s her in aſtorm of ball 
and powder, to which our honourable 
Countreyman S:r Jobn Watts (Commander 
there in chiefc) made likewiſe a ſeaſonable 
replication; for though his oppoſites fell up 
to and again,with noiſe enough yapouring 
out their Ammunition , even when aloof 
ofFand tolictle purpoſe; this old and yaliant 
Seaman,nothing moved with che chafke of 
their vam-glory , continued "till in filence, 
his qua was n6t yet come; butthaving in 
the mean time traversd all his peeces of 
firtheſt random conveniemtly ; and by this 
remiffenceſſe -whetted their Spaniſh arro- 

ance into danger, he then powred in fo 
| 2 ade broad f1de upon their bravery, that 
enough , enough \ (perhaps roo much})for 
market was donealready; and/they ſudden- 
ly pack'dup and homeagain, with as cold 
a yvelcome doubtleſie , as' our own was 
likewiſe empty at our return” before! the 
Tovvne : for thebelly began here to bark 
ſo loud for ſuſtenance, and fo vyith more 
noiſe, becauſe the near ſtorchouſe of our

ſkipping might relieye us. nÞw at pleaſtre,, 
that hither did. we refer our ſelves, here: 
did vve mediate with the ſighs 'of our 
Souldiers for relict;; but this maceting with, 
a Yeaf; car, and ſucceeding, nog; our Tall, 
refuge was cither patience;, or tovalue pre- 
peſtcrous and unnawral , for: very wel, 
come. and favgry meat, my own. Comr 
pany beivg likewiſe {o clear it. the poiat, 
that a* ſupper of 4ſinegoes fleſh wrought 
their extraordinary contentation,, with a 
nighes reſb ſo free: from:eher inward di- 
fiempers, . or any'outward lallics, as better 
enabled us for _— morn- 
:1ng. That 1 ma ipher which knoty 
oh , it was Db necellarily upon 
ry Lord of Eſſex.,. Sir Hewy: Padre Vide 
count Yalentia, and Sir Edward Harwood ; 
the firſt of thele-was 1n- his very name 
here ſo formidable , that Hercwles pillars fe!l 
ax his arrivalinto.a ſhaking agye, and bur 
for Sir Thomas Loves unhappy interpole, he 
had nodoubr out of the ſhipping alone re- 
tarn'd' a conſtderable! viftory; the ſecond 
hamor'd out: has honour in the fad com- 


buſtions 
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buſtions of bFeland , having his former va- - 


lour there, written ſtill and {ignally upon 
his forchead, in the midſt whereof the full 
impreſsion of a rigorous bullet was ſo 
deeply infix'd, as it Mars had . purpoſely 
done it to'fet him fairer off; and never has 
any war '( I except none whatſoever ) af- 
forded a more remarkeable , a more glori- 
ous badge of honour. Concerning Sir Ed- 
ward Haywood, I dare report him (even up- 
on many years obſervation) though [weet- 
ly -temper'd , and without noiſe in the 
houſe, yer ſo high and active inthe field, ſo

furcharging and keeping it-aground,, that [ 
was compell'd (wading the Sea) to trim it 
again wich my Musket reſt, Netther was 
« otherwiſe (as before is hinted) with our 
Souldiers at the point , and now engaged; 
for what with the ſcarcity of powder , and. 
then the Calizians brisk and ſecond charge, 
had not our Officers, with their rough 
browes and (words, conjur'd-this pang of 
fear into a ſenſe of honour, their heels had 

ſs1bly been much more nimble than 
their hands; a dilaſter ſo liflie aimed by. 
the purſucrs,, that through the broken 
ground they ſtill beat all along upon ons 
Rear: and about this time was it thatfor 
intelligence at the firſt hand , 1 left. my 
Muſquetteers haling themſelves aboard, 
that I might help wheel up one of our 
Drakes areare, to ſome already at the point, 
where 
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where I found our enemies o riſen high 
in creſt, that they were now adyancing 
out of covert after us into an open Level 
upon the ſea-ſide ; but then again began 
our little Guns to play with ſo much ter- 
rour and 1nculsion, {o farally ſpattering in 
upon their violence , that they as ſuddenly 
relented and ſhrunk back , locking them- 
ſelves up again in covert; and thus after a 
paſsionate diſpute of near four houres, 
we wrought out the convenience (though 
with ſome loſle,) roquir Pointall, and ſhip 
our ſelves again 1n ſafety: for now was 
all our hope among the briny Billowes, all 
our confidence in Neptunes Kingdom ; a 
wild and y__ champion I conteſle, yer 
where the leveral roads were full of pre- 
cious ware and ſumptuous plunder; by 
theſe did Cortez heretofore tranſport his

treaſure ; by theſe came the vaſt Eaſt [ndie iy fan, 


caract of 1000000 Ducatesraken by our 
Leveſon and Monſon, I , here the wealth, 
here the rarities of the World are continu- 
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ally tranſient: a motive ſo conſiderable,that 
though ſome would rather urge for the ta- 
king of Dunſhaul a rich city in the Madera 
land, yet our Admiral and the: Major 
yoice declining it, our orders were1ather 
to ſtand off to Sea amongſt thele conhide- 
rable paſſes; and in the height of thir- 
ty ſix and thirty ſeven the half, to bid 
on ſtill for an honourable welcom home, 
fortune would perhaps be brought about 
with importunity , either miniſtring to 
us of the plate Fleet, or ſome fuch hk: 

ame from the ſpiceries , as wita re- 
markable takes might draw likewiſe an 
extraordinary reputation ; or if the winds 
fhould again - their winter venome, 
tyrannouſly chaſing us as before , Budgrave 
in the Streights was appointed us Souther- 
ly to rally in , Northerly the Iſles of Bayan. 
Nay, we had other ſtormes here allo to 
weather out, a dangerous guſt, a perſonal 
claſh; rifing atthis time berween Viſcounc 
Valentia, and my Lord dela Ware Vice-Ad- 
mirall to the Head-Squadron , whoſe 
command being transferr'd upon the for- 
mer, 
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mer ,'and my Lord not digeſting ic, there 
enſued a-peremptory competition of two 
red fore-tops borne out, and pretending 
to the ſame place of honour tor ſeveral 
days together; ll ar laſt a cemper be- 
ing found, and the Viſcount made Admi- 
ral to the ſaid Squadron , with my Lord 
in his remtter , and continuing as 7 
we bore up unanimouſly to the heights 
premiſed , there beating to and again for 
purchaſe, and to ſnap ſome of the Spa- 
m/h golden Ingots. Neither was the Scene 
unfitly laid , fince Ofober the 3 1. we had 
three of their Ships in chaſe, and with 
ſuch a neer capacity , (as ſome will re- 
port) that had one of our Captains kept 
his Lufſe, when he bore room and gave 
over, they happily might have defrapedall 
our charges : butto chiew this a licrle, and 
diſtinguiſh whether it may be ſafely ſwal- 
lowed; let me here vouch the Ship in 
which my own Company was mounted, 
one ſo yare of ſaile above others , that my 
Lord Admiral had formerly own'd, and 
imploy'd 1t as his Page; yet was our con-

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dition now ſo ſad and ſober, that though 
the being in chaſe often ſtarted me from 
my Cabine *rwas all in vain; many a fair 
courſe we had , where there was neither 
buſh nor brier for the game to Tapiſh in, 
but Mentepace was abſent, and we were ſtill 
ſhook off for want of footmanſhip; an 
inſtance ſo roundly pointin ar our 
;ndiſpoſition , that +oubrle ce he that 
runnes may likewiſe read it, and which 
muſt needs allo ſcatter the cloud of 
prejudice injurioully gathering over Cap- 
tain Osborne. Nay {ſo now began our Na- 
to groan under ſeyeral diſabilities, 
that the Rainbow , and ſome other of 
our Shipping, were the cighth of this 
November diſmiſſed again for England , 
we which were till behind (though like- 
wiſe in our declination ) perſevering as 
before; neicher could the jolring watry 
wildernefle yet awake us from our ſoftand 
ſilver dreams, the plate fleet was now in- 
deed our ultimate errand , our ambitious 
maſterpiece ; bur without any piece of 
Plate fingerd, ſave one of inferiour value, 
and 
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and this at the drunken quarter beyond 
Cales. In concluſion, having for ten days 
aſter been vainly racking to and fro, and 
with much pain and patience hitherto 
weathered our the wrathful Winter , our 
wants and weakneſſes now at length be- 
came imporrunate , and at a Councel 
aboard the Admiral, both moved for an 
immediate return, and joyfully carried 
it; yet as the ſowre ſawce to this ſweet 
refetion , fo were we hurried back in the -— 
ſtreſſe of a mighty working ſea, and even 
with ſuch a witneſſe, that part of our 
Fleet was beaten in at Baftable, part at 
Briſtol , ſome into Sylly , our Engliſh Scyl- 
' la and Charybdis in reſpect of the Biſhop: 
and his Chaplains; into Falmouth , Ph. 
mouth , and Dartmouth ſome ; the waves 
like wild horſes had thus torne aſunder 
and ſcaitered the limbes of our Armads; 
that mighty bulk of our predominant 
Anne-royall was yer tolt. and tumbled into- 
treland ; Then concerning our Vice-Ad- 
mirall the Swiſtſwe , ſhe ſpent her fore-ſaile- 
in the Tempeſt , ſplit her Tillar, and was:

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ſofull of ſicknefle, that an impreſt of freſh 
men was imployed in bringing her from 
Falmouth about to Plymouth. T he Conſtant

puiſhable ; nay-ſometimes ſo flaming hot 
as would necds haveprompred in our pil- 
rols : The fea Captain , though ſufficiemly 
ſeen 1m + marine affaires, as having often 
fayled between Temple ſtaires and Weſt- 
minſter , yet referred all to his Mr. ( for 
this he was indeed) and ſuch a rough- 
hewn Palmer as meerly ſway'd by his paſ- 
ſion, tnade little or no bones of equity ; a 
caveat againſt Captain Sylkie-ſoule hereaf- 
ter, and demanding thoſe of more experi- 
ence; better government, the want wher- 
of , 'had like a continual dropping ſoday- 
ly fretted'out our patience, that being ari- 
ved at Falmouth , I rather choſe with Cap-
